Amendment, filed on 1 1/02/2010 has been considered and entered. 
Claims 4 & 33 are canceled. 

Claims 3, 35 and 38 are amended. New claim 39 is added. 

Currently, claims 3, 7, 1 1, 12, 14, 15, 19, 21, 24, 27, 30-32, and 34-39 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3, 7, 11, 12, 14, 15, 19, 21, 24, 27, 30-32, and 34-39 are allowed over the prior art 
of record. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Regarding independent claim 3, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a color 

conversion layer comprising all the hmitations set forth in claim 3, particularly comprising a 

fluorescent medium, and particles of an organic and /or inorganic material with a coating layer 

from a material suppressing extinction of the fluorescent medium caused by the particles and a 

binder resin in which the fluorescent medium and the particles with the coating layer are 

dispersed, wherein the color conversion layer has a haze value of 65% to 85%. 

Claims 7, 11, 12, 14, 15, 19, 21, 24, 27, 30-32, and 34-39 are allowed being dependent on 

allowed base claim3.
